ELBA EVENS RECORD WITH BIG REGION WIN 


The Elba Tigers and Wicksburg Panthers had identical records 
last week prior to their region match-up and both teams were fight- 
ing for a spot in the state playoffs. The records must have been 
deceiving, because the Tigers posted an easy 42-0 win to even their 
record at 4-4 and with the win clinched their second straight berth 
in the 2A playoffs. The Elba offense was almost unstoppable from 
the start in the win as the Tigers rolled up 359 total yards in the first 
half alone in rolling up a 28-0 advantage, and then added two more 
scores in the early minutes of the third quarter to open up a 42-0 lead 
that would catry over until the end of the game. Quarterback 
Brandon Kelley had a big night passing as he completed 12 of 19 
passes for 315 yards and 4 touchdowns, while Kikko Logan had a 
big night on the ground with 146 yards on just 8 carries, including 
an 88-yard scoring scamper. It was also a big night for Elba wide- 
receiver LaRay Williams, who pulled in 3 passes for 108 yards and 
2 touchdowns, I guess the easiest way. to put it is that it was simply 
a “big night” for the Tigers on offense: The Elba defense also shined 
in the win and recorded its first shut-out of the season. The Tiger 
defense held the Panthers to only 188 yards of total offense and 
stuffed the Wicksburg running game as it allowed only 74 yards on 
33 rushing attempts. The defense has now allowed only one touch- 
down in its last two games and is gaining confidence as it goes. | 
will admit Wicksburg wasn’t as good as I had thought, but the win 
was a good one for the Tigers and it was good to see both the offense 
and defense have good outings on the same night.
